Attack of Pneumonia, at 

the McAllister Hospital 
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Shortly after noon on Sunday last, 
"Walter T. Taylor, a well known resi- 
dent of this village, was discovered by 
■his daughter -Mono; lying in an uncon- 
scious condition in the. back yard at his 
home in the south end of town. His' 
•face waB covered with blood that was 
issueing from a wound in his head. 
An examination Bhowed thapthe. wound 
-^^Qusedby a bullet, . but liow it was

'came., A local physician was called 
and the injured man was taken 
McAllister hospital at Waukegan 
"soon as an ambulance could besummon- 
S «d : There it was found that the wound 
\wasone from which he might easily 
have recovered had not a case of pneu- 
monia developed the following morning- 
• For over two weeks he had been, 
baling against an .attack of the flu 
'but would not Rive up his regular work, 
although he had made the remark to a 
friend that he guessed it was getting 
on his lungs and would get him yet. It 
is now thought that his condition was 
more serious than even he, himself 
ealized, and that the disease "had ad- 
vanced so far that as early as Sunday 
S morning he had become partially de- 
lerious and was not responsible for any 
act he may have committed. This 
theory is bourn out by the fact that 
. pneumonia had developed so soon after 
his injury. So weakened was he from 
the flu that he was unable to withstand 
''/the later complications and he passed 
away Tuesday evening at six o'clock 
without having regained consciousness. 
An inquest was held Wednesday morn- 
y irigat which time the jury rendered a 
verdict of death by pneumonia. 

Mr. Taylor was a man well thought 
of in this locality, he has been a mem- 
ber of Sequoit lodge A., F. and A. M. 
for many years and his brethren of that 
order will have'ebarge of the funeral 
services which are being held at the 
home i his afternoon. He was ol«o a 
member of Lotes camp, M. ^. A., 
having joined that order about' five 
.years after its organization here, and 
&Had served as banker of the lodge for 
llpthe past fifteen yerrs. Many times he 
has been elected to the office of tax 
^collector of this township, and was 
• holding the office of assessor at. the time 
of his death. 

He wab born In England in the year 
of 1851, and had reached the age of 
sixty-seven years. He was married to 
Miss. Delia LoPlant July 10, 1880 and 
has been a resident of thia place for 
the past forty years. 

Besides his widow" he is survived by 
the following -.children: -Walter A., 
Marsh, Frank, Harry, Elmer, Ray- 
mond, Clara, Lucy, Leonella and Moiia.

In view of the fact that so many re- 
ports as to injuries received by. Ray 
Webb have been' in circulation from 
time to time and that a report was cur- 
rent on tho streets Monday morning 
that a telegram telling of his death had 
been received, we make the . following 
statements which are correct as far as 
his mother is able to determine. 

No telegram announcing his death 
and neither was his name included 
among the dead in casulty list. But 
on the 4th of July he was wounded in the 
hand, and the first part of August he 
was gassed and hit on the jaw with a 
piece of shrapnel. On the 10th of Octo- 
ber he received a machine gun bullet in 
the left shoulder. A short time ago 
his mother received a telegram from 
Washington statjng that Ray had been 
Wounded in action in August. Why 
she should receive the telegram so late 
was mystifying untij she received the 
letter which is published below, and 
she now concludes that the date on the 
telegram should have read October in 
place of August as it did. This letter 
written onthe2lst of October. tells of 
his third injury. We publish a portion 
of. it in v order that all may know the 
real truth. 

October 21st, 1918. 
Dear Mother and Sis:— 

I am in the hospital agoin— machine 
gun bullet through the left- shoulder 
this time. They say ''three times and 
out and this is my tWrd time. I was 
hit on the 10th and would have written 
before only I have had a hard time 
getting anything to write on, but we 
are in a good place now so will have 
more chances to write. 

Wo are in a big hotel,' which was one 
of the most popular watering places in 
France. 

I have received all your letters up to 
the time we left the lines, in fact, I 
received your letter and papers the day 
before we went over the top. 

Red Waters was O. K. when I seen 
seen him laBt, but don't .know if he 
came opt all right after the battle. 

It looks as though we would all soon 

be home.

Monday was the biggest day in the 
history of this village. With their, en- 
thusiasm^ aroused, to the bbijing point 
by the celebration of the fakSf news 
last Thursday afternoon, everyone was 
in readiness to make- things hum when 
the glad tidings might really become a 
fact. - From the, time the papers arriv- 
ed Friday morning telling that the pre- 
vious report had been a hoax and that 
the last hour allowed for the signing of 
those all important documents had been 
st«t for five o'clock Monday morning 
(Chicago time) the whole ^ of Antioch 
seemed to feelin their bones that Mon- 
day would be the great day of rejoic- 
ing. And sure enough at four o'clock 
Monday morning the welcome newshad 
arrived and at five] o'clock every bell 
in* town was arousing the populace from 
Its quiet slumber, and the constant 
clanging continued unceasingly for 
seven hours and after that, at frequent 
intervals throughout the remainder of 
the day and evening. Almost at the 
flrs,t stroke every house in. the village 
was agio with light from basement to 
garret, and every one was eager to par- 
ticipate in the big celebration that had 
been planned at a meeting.of the busi- 
ness men on Saturday evening. At 
that time a committee was placed in 
charge and-they on Sunday afternoon 
met with a commi.ttee of ladies who 
assisted with the program. S 

At eight o'clock it appeared as though 
every person in town was on the street 
and helping to make a noise, some 
pounded upon old buz-saws suspended 
by wire; while others added to the din 
by fireing revolvers, in fact everything 
that would make a noise, such as tin 
horns, whistles, bells, etc., were called-] 
into play and some one even resurrect- 
ed the old cannon that had been lost to 
sight for many years. Where it came 
from- no one knows but it was there 
just the same. 

At nine thirty a parade was formed 
at the grade school and led by D. B. 
Sabin, mounted on horseback, the pro- 
cession which numbered close to four 
hundred, filed through Main street. 
The' most prominent feature of the 
parade was the old hearse purchased of 
L. M. Hughes, in which reposed the 
efigy of the kaiser. On his breast was 
ire his ent collection of medals and in 
his belt waa his broken sword. This 
equipage, upon which rode both of 
Amioch's undertakers, was in charge 
of Walter Chinn and was drawn by o 
team of donkeys. On the top, of the 
hearse was a second hand coffin with a 
history, donated, by J. C. James, and 
upon it rode Uncle Sam in his uniform, 
proudly carrying a banner with the 
WordB ••Our Boys Did li'V The pall 



school children, the Red Cross, the 
U. S. Boys Relief, and a delegation 
from Grass lake among whom was B, 
A. Trieger driving his red white and 
blue rig. Among his passengers wbb 
Charlie Blunt who worked industrious- 
ly to get what music he could out of an 
old pan and a couple of hickory sticks. 
After passing down Main street and 
back through Victoria street the crowd 
gathered around a hastily constructed* 
grave at the intersection of Lake and 
Main streets and while the band played 
some patriotic airs the efigy was 
placed in the coffin and the coffin in the 
grave. The crowd then dispersed for 
a short time only to assemble once 
more at the grade school at 1:30 in the 
afternood. The procession was again 
formed this time its number being 
greatly increased, and the kaiser who 
had been exhumed was given another 
ride through the street, this time wind 
ing up at the high school building where 
a program consisting of music, songs 
and speeches was in order. Rev. Pol' 
lock, Fr. Lynch, and Rev. Kolkebeck, 
being the speakers. A count showed 
that an enthusiastic audience of over 
eight hundred people were in attend- 
ance. 

At the conclusion of the. program 
the parade marched back to the 
grave and once more the efigy was 
buried while lively music, and ringing 
cheers filled the air. An armed guard 
was placed over the old cnap to make 
sure that he did not "arise and vam- 
boose" and at eight o'clock he waa 
again exhumed, placed in coffin and all 
within the old hearse and the entire 
outfit was taken across to the John 
Thayer lot where the cremation took 
place. Promptly at 8:15 two members 
of the G. A. R. lit the .match which 
set fire to the big pyre of tar barrels 
donated for the purpose by the Califor- 
nia and Knickerbocker ice companies. 
In a few moments the flames were 
mounting high in the air and by 9:30 
the entire pile was reduced to a smould- 
ering heap of ashes. It is estimated 
that fully one thousand people witness 
ed the funeral pyre. > 

The kaiser, (the grand master of the 
German people) was buried twice, first 
in a hastily prepared grave at high 
noon, the second time in a grave nicely 
covered and made, and the third time 
it was intended to bury him*, but not 
wishing to contaminate Mother Earth 
with so vile and purgered a wretch .as 
he, he, cofiln, hearse and all con- 
signed to the flames that no trace 
might be had of him. » 

The winding up of the celebration 
was the dance in the opera house in the 
evening. Both the music and hall 
were donated and the jolty- throng 
indulged in dunces, both oU and new, 
till the "wee sma"' hours of the morn- 



ing. 

Everyone was happy and entered 
mo»t heartily into the spirit of the oc- 
casion, which will never be effaced from 
the memory of our citizens for the 
event which Antioch celebrated so en- 
thusiastically was the same great

'A course in common sense and the 
basic ideas of Christian Science, and an 
editorial policy for newspapers directed 
against fear, saysThe Christian Science 
Monitor, was urged at a meeting in 
Des Moines, Iowa, recently of a com- 
mittee of business and professional 
men which have virtually been in charge 
of the city during the so-called Spanish 
influenza epidemic. Dr. W. C. Witte, 
city sanitarium, is chairman of the 
committee. The membership includes 
James R. Hanna, former mayor; Z. C. 
Thornburg, superintendent of schools; 
C. L. Herring, of the Greater Des 
Moines committee; Marshal Miller, 
president of the Trades and Labor As- 
sembly; Ralph Faxon, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce; Charles Save- 
rude, druggist; Drs. Granville Ryan and 
R. L. Parker and Thomas Duhigg. 

The city has been under rigid quaran- 
tine for a minimum period of two weeks 
all schools, colleges, churches, theaters 
and amusement places having been 
closed to prevent further spread of the 
alleged epidemic. 

*The fact that soldiers and officers at 
Camp Dodge who are- Christian Scien- 
tists, gave not tyeen affected by the epi- 
demic, was called to the committee's 
attention at the meeting by Mr. Miller. 
"There is no question," said Dr. 
Witte, that by a right attitude of mind 
these people hove kept themselves from 
illness. I have no doubt that many 
persons have contracted the disease 
through fear. 

"People con deceive themselves into 
thinking they have any disease on the 
calendar, and doubtless many of them 
have thought themselves Into their 
graves." 

A recommendation that newspapers 
prepare editorials citing the immunity 
which Christian Scienists enjoy from 
influenza, and urging the use of com- 
mon sense and a calm attitude of mind 
was mode by H. W. ByerB, corporation 
counsel for the city. The recommen- 
dation was endorsed by the committee 
as a whole, and newspapers were asked 
to quote the committee to that effect. 
"Entirely too much publicity has 
been given to supposed symptons of the 
so called Spanish- influenza," was Mr. 
Byers' further comment, "and I would 
recommend that if anything be primed 
in regards to the disease it be confined 
to simple preventive measures— some- 
thing constructive, rather than de- 
structive " 

"Fear is the first thing to be over- 
come, the first step in conquering this 
epidemic" said Dr. Witte. "I am not 
a Christian Scientist, but I believe an 
application of their principles will ma- 
terially aid in preserving the health of 
this community. They did not origin- 
ate with,the Scientists, but are to be 
found by anyone who will take the 
trouble to read his Bible. 

"In my work in infected communities 
I hove always found Scientists the first 
to respond to the slightest suggestion 
of unsanitary conditions, and the first 
to comply with fundamental health 
measures." 

The fact that a great city like Des- 
Molnes, Iowa, has progressed so far as 
to adopt their ideas and practice, is a 
source of gratification to the Christian 
Scientists of Kenosha. 

New Aerial Mail Route 

Antioch people may Boon have to be- 
come accustomed to having aeroplanes 
flying daily over their heads. An- 
nouncement has been made that an 
aerial mail route will be established 
from Chicago to Minneapolis on No- 
vember 20. No announcement aB to

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CHAPTER IX— Continued. 



The Turkish defeats were naturally 
a great disappointment to him. 

••These Montenegrins, Serbians and 
Bulgarians are wonderful fighters," he 
confessed to me, shortly after the war 
began. * "They're out-of-door people 
and they have the strength and stam- 
ina which fighters require. If they 
keep on the way they're going they'll 
be In Constantinople in a week! Con- 
found those Turks! We furnished 
them guns and ammunition and 
trained their officers, but If they won't 
tight we can't make them. We've done 
our best!" 

The defeat of the Turks lessened 
their value to the kaiser as an ally 
and he Immediately put Into effect a 
measure for increasing the German 
standing army from. t50,000 to 000,000 
— to restore the balance of power, they 
said. Fjof this purpose a "Wehrbel- 
trag," or Increased armament tax, was 
levied on capital and, Incidentally, I 
was Informed that I would have to 
pay my share. The Idea of paying a 
tax to upbuild the German army, 
which was already so powerful that 
it menaced the peace of the world, 
did not appeal *to -me ..at -.all and I 
spoke to Ambassador Gerard about It. 
He advised me "to pay it under protest, 
agreeing with me that there was no 
reason why an American-, should be 
required to contribute to the German 
war budget. However, I had to pay It 

The German efforts at colonization, 
which were more or less of a- failure 
because the Germans; refused 'to in- 
habit the German possessions, and the 
measures adopted to conquer the com- 
mercial markets. of the world were an 
important part of the program of world 
domination which * Germany planned 
.'or herself, and it is not r unllkely that 
f she had confined her- efforts along 
those lines she might have progressed 
further along her chosen path than she 
has advanced by bathing the world in 
blood. 

"I have nearly 70,000,000 people," 
the kaiser said to me on one occasion, 
"and* we shall have to find room for 
them somewhere. When we became 
an empire England had her hands on 
nearly everything. Now we must 
fight to get ours. That is why I am 
developing our world markets, Just as 
your country secured Hawaii and the 
Philippines ns- stepping stones to the 
markets of the far east, as I under- 
stand It. Thnt's why I developed the 
wonderful city of Klao-Cbau." 

His plans in this connection were 
changed somewhat apparently by the 
developments of the present war, for 
he told me that when It was over the 
Germans would not emigrate to the 
United States any more. 

"No more American emigration for 
us after the war,"- he said. "My 
people will settle In the Balkans and 
develop and control that wonderful 
country. I have been down there and 
I know it Is a marvelous land for our 
purposes." 

The kaiser's vision of the part he 
would take In the reconstruction of 
htrlcken Europe was Indicated by a 
remark he made to me In 1010 when 
I was visiting him at the army head- 
quarters at Pless. 

•'Hero I am nearly sixty years of 
age," he soliloquized, "and must re- 
build the whole of Europe 1". 

Although the kaiser so freely admit- 
ted his designs on the world at large, 
he was impatient of any expansion 
on the part of other nations. He often 
spoke of Englnnd's "grabbing" ' pro- 
pensity and viewed with suspicion our 
annexation of Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines and our development of Cuba 
after the Spanish-American war. He 
professed to see in our new policy a 
striving after world power which was 
inconsistent with the principles upon 
which our government was founded. 

He objected to our interference in 
Mexican affairs, although, as was dis- 
closed by the ZInfmerman note to Von 
Eckhardt, he was making every effort 
to have Mexico interfere with ours. 

"What right has President Wilson 
to attempt to dictate the internal poli- 
cies of Mexico?" he asked. "Why not 
let them fight their battles out alone?" 

Alluding to America's threat to en- 
ter the present war, ho asked : "What 
right has America to insist upon the 
Monroe doctrine of America and then 
mix in European affairs? Let her rec- 
ognize also a Monroe doctrine of Eu- 
rope and -keep her hands out of this 
conflict!"' 

There 1b no doubt that the kaiser 
Imagined that the great army and navy 
he had built up would enable him to 
carry out his ambitions program with- 
out effective resistance. 

The one power he most feared but 
for which he professed the utmost con- 
tempt was England. Ho had an idea 
thnt England would never dare to 
•measure, swords with Germany and 
'that he could provoke a war when the 
opportune moment came without much 
if ear of England's intervention. 

In 1011, when the international situ- 
ation over the Moroccan affair was 
particularly acute as a result' of Ger- 
many's having sent a gunboat to Aga- 
dlr to demonstrate that sbe was seri- 
ous In her . demands, the kaiser had 
t great hope's that war with France 



might thus be precipitated and he was 
confident that England would keep out 
of It. 

"England would be afraid to war 
with us," he told me at tho time, " for 
fear of losing Egypt, India and Ireland. 
Any nation would think twice before 
fighting my armies, but England par- 
ticularly because she would not dure 
to risk the loss of her overseas colo- 
nies." 

When the kaiser's ambitious project 
to dominate the world is considered, 
his consistent opposition to the univer- 
sal disarmament proposals Is easily 
understood. Without a superior army 
and navy, his whole plan would have 
to be abandoned and his dream of 
world-wide dominion would be shat- 
tered. 

On one occasion when we were dis- 
cussing the Carnegie peace efforts, 
the kaiser disclosed very positively 
Just where he stood on the proposition. 

"Look at the history of the nations 
of the world," he declared. "The only 
nations which have progressed und be- 
come great have been warring nations. 
Those which have not been ambitious 
and gone to war have amounted to 
nothing 1" t 

Shortly after Wilson had pointed the 
way to peace in Europe in one of his 
notes to all the belligerent powers the 
kaiser called to see me professionally 
and we discussed that latest phase of 
the situation. 

"The way to peace now seems per- 
fectly clear," I ventured. "Only your 
majesty's ever-Increasing army and 
navy stands In the way. If Germany 
will give up her armament, it seems, 
we would soon have peace." 

"That Is out of the question for Ger- 
many," replied the kaiser, decisively. 
"We have no mountains like the Pyre- 
nees to protect us. We have the open 
plains of Russia with their vast 
hordes endangering us. No ; we shall 
remain armed to the teeth forever l" 



CHAPTER X. 

The Kaiser's Appraisal of Public Men. 

No one ever speaks to the kaiser un- 
til addressed. As that monarch's opin- 
ions on most subjects are firmly fixed 
and he will stand no opposition, any 
erroneous idea he may entertain is 
very opt to remain with him. His nd- 
vlsers were apt to leave him In error 
rather than arouse his ire by attempt- 
Jng to set him right. But for tho fact 
that he was very fond of asking innu- 
merable questions, his store of Infor- 
mation might have been extremely 
scanty. 

In the course of my conversations 
with him he frequently expressed his 
views of men who were In the public 
eye. Upon what basis they were 
founded he did not always enlighten 
me. but even when I knew them to be 
erroneous I realized it was useless to 
try to change them and I did not often 
take Issue with him. When I did his 
eyes would flash fire, but I had ex- 
pected that and I continued Just the 
same. 

Tho kaiser always seemed to take 
a particular interest in American af- 
fairs, and while he professed to de- 
spise our form of government he 
watched very carefully the careers of 
our public men. It Is not unlikely thnt 
he Imagined, as I have pointed out 
elsewhere In these pages, thnt he could 
influence our elections by swinging 
the German-American vote In favor of 
the candidate he preferred, and he 
made a study^of our public men In 
order that ho might know which of 
them would be more desirable In office 
from the German viewpoint. 

When Mr. Wilson was nominated for 
the presidency, the kaiser was quite' 
posltlvo that ^ie wouldn't be elected. 
Perhaps the fact that Mr. Roosevelt, 
for whom at that time the kaiser had 
the greatest admiration, was one of 
Mr. Wilson's rivals, blinded him to the 
strength which elected Wilson, but the 
fact that the latter had had little ex- 
perience In international politics un- 
fitted him, in the kaiser's estimation, 
for the important office for which he 
was running. 

I saw tho kaiser shortly after Mr. 
Wilson's election. 

"I am very much surprised at the 
result of your election," he declared. 
"I didn't think your people would bo 
so foolish as to elect a college profes- 
sor as president. What does a profes- 
sor know about International politics 
and diplomatic affairs?" 

I haven't the slightest doubt thnt 
the kaiser pictured our president as 
a counterpart of tho typical German 
professor — a plodding, impractical, un- 
ambitious bookworm with no hope or 
desire of ever earning more thnn $1,000 
a year and no yearning for public nc- 
clnlm, a recluse, absent-mlrdcd and 
self-centered, who spent the midnight 
oil poring over musty volumes and 
paid littlo or no attention to what was 
going on around hlml Such a man, 
tho kaiser undoubtedly believed, the 
United States had elected as Its chief 
executive and his surprise was more 
or less natural In those circumstances. 

When Wilson sent 5,000 men to Vera 
Cruz the kaiser felt that he had ex- 
ceeded his rights. 

"What right has Wilson to- mix In 
tho Internal affairs of Mexico?", he 



asked. "Why doesn't he allow them to 
fight It out among' themselves. It is 
their affair, not his!" Germany had 
many financial Interests in Mexico and 
looked with disfavor upon any move 
we made in thnt direction/ 

When, however, the war In Europe 
started .the kaiser made every effort 
to have America mix in international 
affairs provided we fought on her side. 

"When I saw him Just after the war 
started he said we ought to selzo-the 
opportunity to annex Canada" aud 
Mexico.. 

"Can't yourjpresldent see the won- 
derful opportunity " now for combin- 
ing with us and crushing England?" 
he asked. "With our fleet on one side 
and America's on the other we could 
destroy England's sea power. This is 
America's greut opportunity to domi- 
nate the western hemisphere, und your 
president must see his chance to take 
Canada, and Mexico I" 

As the. war progressed and reports 
reached the kaiser of our Increased 
shipments of munitions to the allies, 
the kaiser's impatience with Wilson be- 
come more difficult to repress, and 
there was hardly an Interview I had 
with him In which he did not give 
vent to his feelings In that connec- 
tion. 

"My officers are becoming bo In- 
censed at America's attitude," he told 
me, "it will be impossible for me to 
restrain them much longer." 

And when, on another occasion, he 
accused -Mr. Wilson of discriminating 
against Germany, he made the re- 
mark: "Wilson's In the hands of tho 
Wall street group 1" 

But, perhaps, the most bitter de- 
nunciation I ever heard him make of 
Wilson was shortly after we entered 
the war. I had been summoned to 
the great army headquarters to see 
him, and when he entered tho room 
ho appeared to be In a towering rage. 
Indeed, his condition was so apparent 
that the kalserln, who wns also pres- 
ent, sought to- excuse him with the 
explanation that he had been very 
much upset and had been sleeping 
very poorly, and she asked me to treat 
him gently and tried to soothe him 
at the same time, but he told her to 
leave the .room und resented her show- 
ing me that she petted him. 

We said little while I was at work, 
but when I was through and was pre- 
paring to leave, the kaiser stepped 
toward me and said : 
."Davis, Wilson Is a real scoundrel I" 
My face flushed, I suppose, at this 
Insult to our president, and my re- 
Hcniment was so apparent that the 
kaiser Immediately patted mo on my 
right shoulder and apologized. 

"I beg your pardon, Davis," he de- 
clared, in a quieter voice. "I know 
you're an American and I beg your 
pardon for hurting your feelings, but 
If you only knew, you would realize 
what a scoundrel your president Is. 
When it comes to throat-cutting, Wil- 
son should have his cut first I" 

Whenever the sun shone for the 
icnlscr he grew so optimistic that he 
fulled to pay the slightest ottentlon'to 
the clouds gathering on the horizon. 
After the Italian collapse, for instance, 
he was so enthusiastic about his mili- 
tary success In that arena that he 
failed to realize that America -was 
frlowly but surely forging the thunder- 
holt that was to strike him down. 

"Now how foolish It was for your 
president to bring your country Into 
this wnrl" he said. "Americans will 
now see, when It Is too late, what fools 
l hey made of themselves when they 
elected a professor for president. Now 
America must pay the bills 1" In this 
remark and others of the snme Import 
the kaiser's expectation of being able 
to exact un enormous indemnity ns 
prrt of his peace terms was clearly In- 
dicated, and he felt thnt America, hav- 
ing profited the most and suffered the 
least of any of the belligerent powers, 
would be in the best pdsltlon to fill his 
depleted coffers. 

The last time I saw the kaiser when 
he mentioned the president wus In the 
full of 1017, shortly after Wilson had 
replied to the pope's peace proposal. 

"Wilson Is an Idealist, nnd an Ideal- 
ist can accomplish nothing 1" wnsjds 
comment "Ho went Into the wnr ttiut 
he might have a seat at the peace table 
but he will never get It. I shall pre- 
vent It IV 

Of Wilson's pence notes, which were 
Issued before America went Into tho 
war, the kaiser remarked: "I think I 
am right, the othefs think they're right 
America has all the money. If Wilson 
really wants peace, let him pay the 
bills and take care of the indemnities 
nnd the wnr will be over I It Is very 
simple." 

Thtio wns* no man of modern times 
whom the kaiser seemed to admire so 
much, before the wur, us ex-PresldcLt 
Roosevelt The kaiser was convinced 
that Uoosevelt hod prevented war with 
Japan by sending tho American fleet 
around tho world and showing thnt It 
v.as fit This brilliant Btroko of states- 
manship, ns the kaiser termed It, was 
a topic thnt he referred to on several 
occasions. It wns a forceful demonstra- 
tion that was very much after his own 
heart 

"What I admire about Mr. Roosevelt 
most," he said* "Is tho fact that he has 



the greatest moral courage of any man 
I ever knew!" The fact that. Mr. 
Roosevelt had given Germany's fleet 
twenty-fear hours' notice to steam 
from Venezuelan waters didn't serve 
to lessen the kaiser's admiration for 
him. 

I heard him shower praise on 
Roosevelt many times and I haven't 
the slightest doubt that he was quite 
sincere. 

After the war started, when Roose- 
velt showed very plainly that no mat- 
ter what nice things the kaiser might 
have thought and said of him, he cer- 
tainly didn't reciprocate, the feeling, 
the kaiser was very much disappointed. 

"I'm terribly disappointed In ' Mr. 
Roosevelt," he declared. "After the 
way i my wife and I entertained him 
when he was here as our guest, for 
him to take the stand he has Is very 
ungcntlemnnly. I gave a great review 
for him — the greatest honor I could be- 
stow upon 1dm and a thing which bad 
never been done for a private citizen. 
He wns not president then, you know. 
I- used to admire him very much, but 
now I think the man has gone crazy 
and lost lils mind. I never thought he 
would turn against us like that 1" He 
did not seem to realize that a patriotic 
American owed allegiance to his own 
country. 

In 1010 I asked him whether he had 
heard that Mr. Ford was on his way 
over from America In a chartered ship 
with a delegation. 

"Who, Peace-Ford?" he inquired. 

I told .the kaiser what I had read of 
the Ford expedition. - 

"How can your country allow a man 
like that to do this thing — a man who 
has played no part In the politics of his 
own country and is entirely ignorant 
of international affairs— a man who, I 
understand, wns formerly in the bi- 
cycle business nnd knows very little 
outside of business in altera? 

"I haven't the slightest doubt Mr. 
Ford Is a great business man," the 
kaiser went on, "and I nm sure he 
means all right, but what a, mistake 
It is to allow a man so Ignorant of 
world affairs to do n ridiculous thing 
llkettfst", 

I told the kaiser that it had been 
suggested in some of the American 
papers that If Ford really wanted to 
end the war,, all he had to do was to 
pay Germany $100,000,000 and buy 
Belgium back. 

"One hundred million dollars 1" the 
kaiser repeated, and then after a mo- 
ment's reflection, as though he hnd 
been turning over some figures in his 
mind, "No, Davis, it will cost much 
more, than that to get Belgium back I" 

It occurred to me that if the kaiser 
really meant what he said on thnt oc- 
casion, all his talk about "peace with- 
out annexation" was obviously a myth 
nnd thnt the only hope of Belgium's 
redemption lay in the military defeat 
of Prussia. Subsequent developments 
nmply confirmed thnt view. 

In the winter of 1010, we were talk- 
ing of the sentiment in America and 
the conversation turned to Von Bcrns- 
torff. 

"Von Bern8torff has been doing very 
good work In your country," the kaiser 
commented."* - 

"Wellfyour majesty," I replied, "It Is 
said In America that If he had not been 
such a clever diplomat he*would long 
ago have been compelled to leave." 

"From all I hear,'' tho kaiser said, 
"he hasn't hnd a very easy time of it 
The American press as a whole has 
been conspicuously anti-German, al- 
though I, understand that one of your 
newspaper publishers has been friend- 
ly to us. Mr. Hearst, for Instance, has 
helped our cause very much' In your 
country. He has been telling the truth 
about affairs, which Is more than most 
of tho other papers have been doing 1" 
. Just before the king of Greece abdi- 
cated, tbe kaiser referred to the atti- 
tude of the American press again. 

"The way the American newspapers 
and the press of the allied countries 
generally are presenting the Grecian 
situation to the world Is absolutely 
false and n disgrace I" he declared, bit- 
terly. "They aro entirely misrepre- 
senting the facts. Mr. Hearst Is the 
only one, ns far as I can find, who has 
revealed the real conditions nnd told 
the truth about them. My, I wonder 
what the people have to say now that 
Mr. Hearst has finally exposed tho 
whole tiling 1" It was only a short 
time afterwards that the king abdicat- 
ed and revealed unmistakably which 
papers had correctly interpreted the 
trend of Greclun politics. 

The kaiser spoke to me many times 
about the writings of William Bayard 
Hale. 

"Have you been following Hale's ar- 
ticles?" he Inquired. "What he Is 
writing' about the war Is excellent and 
Is really the best material published. 
He voices my sentiments exactly, and 
It would be well for overy American to 
follow this 'writer's work." » 

I had to confess that there was one 
American at least who was not only 
not following Hale's writings, but had 
never heard -jof tho writer, and the 
kaiser seemed to be somewhat' dis- 
pleased. 

Ho referred to Hale several times 
subsequently and in the meanwhile:! 
had ascertained that the man In ques- 
tion was tho representative in Berlin 



of the Hearst newspapers and 1 bud 
sequently learned that ho hud -pub- 
lished a hook called "American" Rights 
and British Pretensions at Sen," which 
explained at once to xnc 'why the kaiser 
was so enthusiastic about him. 

In the course" of oho r of our many 
conversations oh. the subject of Amer- 
ican munitions, the kaiser paid his re- 
spects to Mr." Schwab.. 
; "What can one expect from Schwab," 
who is "using the Bethlehem steel plant 
to work against us?" he asked. "Ho Is 
of Austrian Jew extraction and would 
.work "against. anyone 'tor the sake of 
Uie money that's in Itl" 

"I'm following affairs In America 
very closely," he told me on. another 
occasion, before we entered the war. 
"Not all of your senators ore against 
us. Senator Stone, for instance, is 
taking a very strong neutral stand, 1 
understand, and It is a pity there are 
not more like him." 

Just before I left for my trip to 
America In 1010, the kaiser called on 
me and I. told him I was leaving. 

"Well, Davis;" he said, "be careful 
not to run against any mines or be 
torpedoed. You'll probably be pulled 
Into England oh your way over. We 
understand all boats are taken v there 
for examination." Then,. with fire in 
his eye, he added: "If you should Bee 
my cousin the king, in England, kick 
him on the shins for met"

CHAPTER XI. 

:Tho KalserlnT 

Although I had frequently seen the 
kalserln In tho company of the kaiser, 
I did not actually meet her until she 
became my patient, In 1012, from which 
time on she visited me more or less 
regularly. 

Without going deeply Into her his- 
tory, It mny be sufllclent to recall that 
when the knlser married her, In 1881. 
she was the Princess Victoria of 
Schleswlg-IIolsteih'Sondcrburg -Augus- 
tenberg. She was a year older than 
her husband.

She 
has been suffering-* or several days and 
wo are going to have a state ball on 
Tuesday and I want you to. get her in 
order, so that she can attend It, ns it Is 
one of the most Important social func- 
tions of the season. Follow me, and I 
will take you to my wife and Introduce 
you."

TRIED TO SURRENDER, REPORT 



Rumor 'at Amsterdam Says Ex- Kaiser 

Attempted to Enter British Lines, 

But Was Prevented by' the 

-Revolutionary Troops. 

Amsterdam, Nov. 18. — It Is stated on 
(rood authority here that the former 
German emperor will ho Interned In 
Holland. 

Officials of the Dutch government 
and the German minister at The Hague 
have gone to Eysden, on the Dutch, 
frontier, to meet the ex-kalscr, who' Is 
closely guarded by Dutch troops. 

Ilohcnzollcrn's eldest son and Field 
Marshal von Hlridenburg, It Is learned 
from a reliable source, are In n rail* 
way train near the station of ISysden, 
awaiting the decision of the Dutch 
government. The blinds on the train 
are down. 

It Is reported here that the ex-lcnlser 
attempted to enter the British lines 
to surrender, but was prevented by the 
revolutionary troops. It was only aft- 
er this -unsuccessful attempt to hand 
himself over to the enemy that he 
went to Holland, the report says. 

The report persists that Field Mar- 
shal von Hlndonburg and 12 German, 
staff oincers fled to Holland. 

The German garrison at the Belgian 
fortress of Liege Is reported to he In 
full revolt. 

" Former Crown Prince Itupprecht of 
Bavaria, commander of •Germany's 
northern armies In the west; has fled.

The numburg Nachrlchten, which 
reports the abdication of the grand 
duke, says a government for Mecklen- 
bcrg has been formed by a workers'

Sending Carrier Pigeons by Balloon 
To Increase the usefulness of pig- 
eons In warfare wire cages, each just 
large enough' for one bird, are now In 
use, says Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine. The cages carry grain for tho 
birds and pencils nnd paper for ma- 
rooned dispatch 'writers. They are 
attached to small balloons thj'it aro 
used when wind conditions nre favor- 
able,- and also to parachutes designed 
to be. dropped from . low-flying air- 
planes. On the other hand, severaVof 
them may be strapped to. a trained 
dog and conveyed by him to the de- 
sired point. All of which is. for the 
purpose of establishing communication 
with detachments that become cut off 
from the main body of troops nnd, 
while resisting capture, have- no means 
of immediate 'escape without outslda 
assistance. The wire cages are ar- 
ranged so that the birds mny be fed 
without being removed from them, 
and, furthermore, messages, may be 
Inserted In the pellets the pigeons 
carry without the latter being handled 
or even touched.

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The Downfall of Autocraey. 

"Weltmacht oder Niedergang!"— world .'dominion or 
downfall!— shouted the German junkers four years- ago 
as their legions poured in. a gray-green flood over the 
plains of Belgium. They have had their Second choice. 
William Hohenzollern is a fugitive from his empire and 
from justice, and the whole carefully built structure of 
autocracy has collapsed in defeat without and anarchy 
within. The monarch who but the other day proclaim- 
ed himself the vicegerent of God is skulking behind the 
skirts of the little neutral country which he has terroized 
for years and confidently expected to absorb into his 
own empire. 

We must wait for history to decide many things, 
but there is no need to wait to form an accurate estimate 
of the character of Wilhelm who Was. He has been 
busy revealing to the world in words and deed for 
more than thirty years. His firet act on becoming king 
of Prussia and emperor of Germany was to place his 
mother under arrest to make her give up the diary in 
which were recorded some truthful but unflattering ob- 
servations about himself, written by his father. His 
first proclamation was addressed to the army, not to the 
people. His first public act of importance was to dis- 
miss Bismarck, in order to get complete personal charge 
of the whole machinery of the government. And al- 
ways, from the day he ascended the throne to the day 
before he-signed his abdication, he talked, and talked, 
and talked. 

"There is but one will in the empire, it is my will." 
"Whoso opposes me, I will dash to pieces." "If I should 
order ypu (his soldiers) to Shoot your own brothers,, sis- 
ters, parents, you must hot hesitate to obey." "Give 'no 
quarters (to his soldiers departing for China), take no 
prisoners, let everyone who falls into your hands be at 
your will." "Nothing must take place anywhere on 
earth without the consent of Germany and the German 
emperor." 

The page might be filled with similar* outpourings, 
all testifying to the arrogance, the ambition, the insan- 
egotism and measureless ferocity of the man. Yet 
withal, he was a true Hohenzollern and a true Prussian 
of the ruling caste; a fit representative of the family 
which never has bred an honest man or a gentlemen, 
and of the people of whom the wisest of modern Ger- 
mans has written: 

"The Prussian is naturally cruel; civilization will 
make him ferocious." 

The kaiser's flight gives Germany a better chance 
to work her way back into the fellowship of nations, but 
it obsolves neither him nor his former subjects from the 
burden of their gilt. With which fact in mind, the fu- 
gitive king may be dismissed, and attention turned to 
the broader aspect of the case. 

The end has come very quickly, when one thinks of 
the lagging pace at which destiny usually marches. 
Revolutionary and Napoleonic France defied all Europe 
for twenty years. Germany, with incomparably greater 
advantages, is crushed in four. 

The difference in martial glory is even greater than 
that in time. Germany can point to no Valmy, no Jem- 
appes, no Lodi, or Rivoli, or Marengo, or Austerlitz, or 
Jena. She has won no victories that counted except by 
treachery. Belgium was surprised, Roumania sold out, 
Russia betrayed, Italy tricked, Serbia stabbed in the 
back. Where such tactics failed, as they did in dealing 
with Britain, France and America, no superiority of 
numbers or guns seemed sufficient to achieve a decisive 
success. The Marne and the Yser, Verdun and the 
Somme, the ruinously expensive gains of last spring's 
offensive, and then three and one-half, months of unin- 
terrupted, unceasing defeat— these are the experiences 
the Teutons met whenever his spy system failed to open 
the way for his armies. 

World dominion or downfall. It is downfall, com- 
plete and decisive, yet nothing to that which the allied 
world would have suffered had the German plot been 
successful. Doubtless the terms of the armistice are 
harsh— one must be harsh when dealing with enemies 
whose word is worthless. Doubtless the peace terms 
will be severe— a murderous conspiracy can not be sup- 
pressed without severity. But Germany will not be par- 
titined, as she partitioned Russia and planned to par- 
tition France, or enslaved, as she has enslaved every land 
she could reach; while as for paying her in kind for the 
horrors she has wrought, it is unthinkable. There are 
some things which civilized men can not do. You will 
find them, duly listed and credited to the disciples of 
kultur, in the Bryce report on atrocities in Belgium, or 
the French official account of what happened at Gerb- 
villiers. 

Yet let no one imagine that Germany will go un- 
whippfed of justice. The allies are a unit in holding that 
she must pay for the damage she has wrought and the 
plunder she has seized, rebuild the lands she has devis- 
tated. She will be toiling for years at the task. The 
allies are agreed, too, that German officers responsible 
for the crimes which have shocked civilization shall be 
arrested, tried and punished. The men who tortured 
prisoners, murdered civilians, outraged women and 
starved babies are known, and they will not escape. 

"Weltmacht Oder Niedergang!" Autocracy 'gam- 
bled very cunningly, very sordidly, very boldly for the 
mastery, of the earth-and has lost. It is the task of the 
free nations to exact such punishment and take such 
precautions that, the game never can be tried 
—Chicago Journal.

The village Is 
full of women — old, young, middle* 
aged — whose faces, hands and hair 
slowly are turning yellow irom the 
powder which It Is snld will eventually 
affect their lungs. But. most of them 
are refugees and the fact that they 
are giving up their good looks, their 
health, and perhaps their lives In the 
munition factory, la of little moment to 
them. They have come Into the walled 
town from ruined villages and devas- 
tated farms with their frightened little 
children, their despairing old people, 
carrying all their earthly possessions 
In tiny bundles. In their Individual 
lives there Is no future; in all their 
world there is no Interest but the con- 
quest of the Hun. 

>o one comes Into this little war 
community that centers around the big 
new munitions plnnt but those who 
work. Becnuse of the danger and the 
blighting; yellow powder, the work Is 
highly paid nnd all the workers are 
volunteers. 

The women wear overnlls or apron 
dresses, -some of black sateen, some 
nondescript. The dull garb hnrinoni7.es 
with the yellowing faces and despair- 
ing eyes. 

Into this modern walled city of de- 
spair the Blue Triangle has flashed the 
first message of hope. The Y. W. C. A. 
foyer Is the only recreational center 
within reach. The cars which flud 
cafes at the end of the line a mile 
away, stop running at seven o'clock to 
save fuel. The city is three miles 
from the factory. 

"Mr problem." writes the Y. W. a 
A. secretory In charge, "Is to keep the 
women occupied in the evenings, to 
give them good healthy amusement so 
that they will forget their sorrows Hnd 
go to bed nnd sleep, physically tired 
out from playing." 

She goes on to tell of -some of the 
women and girls' who come to the 
foyer: 

"There Is a pretty little round, rosy- 
checked girl hero who Is Just beginning 
to show the effects of the powder. The 
roots of her hair and her forehend nre 
a pule yellow.. The palms-of her hands 
are a deep burnt orange and her bands 
and arms a bright yellow. 

"There Is an ex-prof esslonal 'dancer, 
an Interesting girl wim enjoys the 
foyer and helps entertain the other 
girls. There Is a professional pianist 
who does her bit at the noon and eve- 
ning hours. There Is one rough-and- 
ready girl who speaks English, whose 
father was an Innkeeper In northern 
France. There Is a pretty little girl 
who Is engaged to a. French soldier 
who still Is rejoicing over the Ave min- 
utes she had with him recently during 
an air raid. Ills mother is the care- 
taker here and he is one of six sons In 
the war. Two of them aie German 
military prisoners, two arc civil pris- 
oners In Germany and two are soldiers 
In the trenches. Her home In the 
north of France was destroyed and she 
escaped with a small bundle of such 
things as she could carry In her hands. 

"There Is a sweet-faced girl who 
was a laceinaker In Valenciennes, who 
come direct to us from the German- 
ridden section after a hard experience 
In getting away." 

These are the women the Blue Tri- 
angle Is helping to forget — perhaps 
only for an hour nt a time — the hor- 
rors thnt have blackened their hearth- 
stones nnd darkened the wortd. 

"My ■ foyer," the secretary writes, 
"consists of a hall and two large rooms 
with cement floors. One has a writing 
table and paper, pens nnd Ink, sewing 
machines, a cupboard with teacups In 
It, a. large table with papers and maga- 
zines, easy chairs and my desk. The 
other room has a piano, more t aides. 
chairs, Ironing boards andn Vletrola." 
There are unf rained FreneJi plclures 
and American and French war posters 
around the room. The walls are paint- 
ed gray and wiiltt;" 

-"Saturday evenings thoy sing nnd 
dance. "First they have a chorus," 
writes the secretary, "such as 'Le Iteve 
Posse' or the -Ilymne il^s/Aylijjetirs' or 
something equally thrilling, nnil at the 
final notes, of jrlumph a voice at my 
car* hpg*. 'Un polka, rnee*. : The poikn 
nnMwii there Is a coll for rbi* 'Mvtnne 
Aiin-niain . nnd , we sltiji ihv .'.Star 
ttpiHigied thinner/ (La D.apeKU Ittulle)

MERCY MUNITIONS 
NEEDED JJRENCHES 

Lieut. Coningsby Dawson, Fight- 
ing Author, Makes Stirring 
Appeal for Y. W. C. A. 



Lieut Coningsby Dawson, who wrote 
"Carry On," says of the war work 
which the Y. W. O. A. is doing: "You 
at home cannot fight with your Uvea, 
but you can light with your mercy. 
The Y. W. 0. A. is offering you Just 
this chance. It garrisons the women's 
support trenches, which He behind the 
men's. It asks you to supply them 
with munitions of mercy that they 
may be passed on to us. We need 
such supplies badly. Give generously 
that we' may the sooner defeat the 
Hun." 

What Lieut Dawson says of the Y. 
W. O. M he might have said of all tho 
national organizations which are com- 
ing together for the biggest financial 
campaign that organizations have ever 
headed. All the $170,000,000 to be 
raised by tho seven- great national or- 
ganizations the week of November 11 
will .he used to garrison nnd supply 
the support trenches behind the lines. 
They nro the V. M. 0. A., the Y. W. 
C. A., the National Catholic War Coun- 
cil, Jewish Welfare Board, American 
Library Association, War Camps Com- 
munity Service and Salvation Army. 

American glrlB In various uniforms 
mingle strangely with picturesque 
Brittany costumes In France. The 
American Y. W. C. A. tins n hostess 
house in Brittany where the Slgnnl 
Corps women live <nnd n hut where 
the nurses spend their free time. Both 
these centers are fitted with many of 
the comforts and conveniences of 
home. 

"At a tea given nt the nurses' hut 
one Saturday afternoon," writes. Miss 
Mabel Warner, of Snllna, Kansas, Y. 
W. C. A worker there, "there was an 
odd gathering— one admiral, a bishop, 
a Presbyterian* mliUMer,' n Hornnti 
Catholic priest, a doctor, an ensign, 
one civilian nnd myself."

Fred Lockley, Y. M. C. A., Tells of 

the Gratitude of the Boys 

at the Front. 



First Victory Boy f s Work. 

/ - 

"Say, I'm wlar to you, all right," n 
Western Union messenger hoy whis- 
pered to one of the directors of the 
United War Work Campalgu In the 
New York headquarters. The direc- 
tor's desk had only Just been moved 
in nnd the work of the big drive had 
hardly begun. 

"I'm onto your stunt," the boy went 
on as he swung a grimy flat over the 
desk ; "you're goln* to give us .fellows 
that ain't old enough to go to war a 
chance to earn an* give to back up a 
lighter an' help win the wnr. Listen; 
I'm In on this." 

The crumpled $5 bill he dropped on 
the desk made him the first of "n mil- 
lion boys behind a million fighters" 
who nre to be lined up ns Victory Boys 
during the week of the drive. 

There will be a division of Victory 
Girls, too, nnd every boy and every 
girl enrolled will have to earn every 
dollar he or 'she gives to the war work 
fund. 



"Ono of the discoveries men are 
making over here," Fred Lockley, of 
the Y. M. O. A. and of Portland, Ore- 
gon, writes from London, "Is that 
more pleasure can be hnd out of giv- 
ing than getting. Many a man 'who 
has spent money freely In the old days 
to buy pleasure Is finding that, he gets 
more pleasure over here by the. spend- 
ing of one's self In the service of others. 

"A few months ago I went out with 
a fellow Y. M. 0. A secretary- to hunt 
up out-of-the-way detachments of 
troops. A stable guard here, a ma- 
chine gun company there, a platoon 
somewhere else. Wo carried our 
goods in on automobile. We had 
plenty of writing paper and envelopes , 
for free distribution, and chocolate, 
cookies, chewing tobacco nnd- smoking. 
tobacco, cigarettes, razor blades,, 
tooth paste and things of that kind 
sale. American wnr servjeo winters 
were busy eycj^yUere^vVfound Sal- - 
vatlon Army' lassies making doughnuts 
for the boys nnd K. of 0. secretaries 
giving help."~Book8 furnished by. the 
American Library Association were to 
be seen on all Bides. 

"Hearing nrlng nt a distance, we- 
drove do>vn tlm road and found a 
score or bo of men at machine gun 
practice: The olllcer gave tho men 
half an hour recess to buy goods. ) 

"At another place we came In sight" 
of a lieutenant drilling a platoon. I** 
Bald to the lieutenant: 'How soon be- 
fore you dismiss the company? We 
have Y JL C. A. goods for sale.' 

"He said: 'Right now.- Sergeant^ 
dismiss the company V 

"And ten seconds later the company 
was In line waiting to buy goods from 
our.rravcllng 'T.' 'Grateful' la' no name 
for It. The men can't do enough to* 
ihow their gratitude,"

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ARMISTICE TERMS 
LEAVE GERMANY 
WITHOUT ARMS 
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President Wilson Gives Congress 
and the Country Terms, and 
Pledges Succor to Strick- 
en Nation. 



SURRENDER IS COMPLETE; 
GREAT MACHINE WRECKED 



Germans -Must Evacuate Belgium, 
France, Alsace-Lorraine and Lux- 
emburg Within 14 Days, Surrender 
5,000 Big Guns, 30,000 Machine 
Guns, 3,000 Flame Throwers, 2,000 
Airplanes, 5,000 Locomotives, 50,- 
000 Wagons, 10,000 Motortrucks and 
Her Warships. 



Washington, Nov. 12.— The terms of 
the urmlstlec-wlth Germany were read 
to congress by President Wilson. As- 
sembled in Uie.1iull.pf the house where 
nineteen mouths ago senators mul rep- 
resentatives heard the president ask 
for the declaration of war, they heard 
him speak the words which herald the 
coming of peace. 

The president spoke as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress: 

"In these anxious times of rapid and 
stupendous change It will in some de- 
gree lighten my sense of responsibil- 
ity to perform In person the duty of 
eomaumlcating to you some .of the 
larger circumstances of the situation 
with which it Is necessary to. deal. 

"The German authorities who have, 
at the Invitation of the supreme war 
council.: been In communication with 
Marsluil Fnch have accepted and 
signed the terms of armistice which he 
was authorized and Instructed to com- 
municate to them. 

Military Clauses of Terms. 
"Those terms are n'S follows: 
; "I. Military clauses on western 
front : 

. "1. A cessation Of operations by 
land and in the air six hours after the 
signature of the armistice. 

-1\ Immediate evacuation of invad- 
ed countries: Belgium, France. Al- 
sace-Lorraine, Luxemburg, so ordered 
as to he completed within fourteen 
days from the signature of the armis- 
tice. German troops, which have not 
left the above-mentioned territories 
within the period llxed will become 
prisoners of war. Occupation by the 
allies ami United States forces jointly 
will keep pace with evacuation in 
these areas. All movements of evac- 
uation and occupation will he regulat- 
ed in accordance with note annexed to 
the stated terms. 

"3. Repatriation beginning at once 
and to be completed within fourteen 
days of all inhabitants of the coun- 
tries above mentioned. Including hos- 
tages and persons under trial or con- 
victed. 

Must Surrender 5,000 Guns. 
"1. Surrender In good condition by 
the German armies of the following 
equipment: Five thousand guns (2,- 
500 heavy. 2,300 field), 30,000 machine 
guns, 3,000 mlnnenwerfer 2,000 air- 
planes (lighters, bombers, mostly D. 
TBI's and night-bombing machines). 
" r ». Evacuation by German armies of 
the countries on the left hank of the 
Rhine. 

"Those countries on- the left brink of 
the Rhine shall he administered by the 
local authorities under the control of 
the allies and United States armies of 
occupation. The occupation of these 
territories will be determined by al- 
lied and United States garrisons hold- 
ing the principal crossings of the Rhine 
— Mayence, Coblenz, Cologne, together 
with bridgeheads at these points — in 
thirty-kilometer radius on the right 
bank and by garrisons similarly hold- 
ing the strategic points of the regions. 
| "A neutral zone shall be reserved on 
the light of the Rhine between the 
stream and a line drawn parallel to It 
•10 kilometers to the enst from the 
frontier of Holland to the parallel of 
Gernshelm and as far us practicable a 
distance of 80 kilometers front the east 
_of stream from this parallel upon 
Swiss frontier. Evacuntlon by the 
enemy of the Rhine lands shall be so 
ordered us to be completed within a 
further period of eleven days, In all 
19 days after the signature of the arm- 
istice. All movements of evacuation 
and occupation will be regulated ac- 
cording to the note annexed. 

"0. In all territory evacuated by 
the enemy there shall be no evacuation 
of Inhabitants; no damage or harm 
shall be done to the persons or prop": 
orty of the inhabitants, no destruction 
of any kind be committed. Military 
establishments of all kinds shall he de- 
livered Intact, us well as military 
stores of food, munitions, equipment 
not removed during the periods fixed 
for evacuation. Stores of' food of all 
kinds for the civil population, cattle, 
etc., shall bo 'left in situ.- Industrial 
establishments shall not bo impaired 
In any way and their personnel shall 
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not be *noved. Roads ami means of 
communication of every kind, railroad, 
waterways, main roads, bridges, tele- 
graphs, telephones, shall be In no man- 
ner Impaired; 

Civil Personnel to Remain. 
"7. All civil aad military person- 
nel at present employed on them shall 
remain. Five thousand locomotives, 
i>0,000^agons and 10,000 motor lorries 
in go.od working order, with all neces- 
sary spare parts and linings, shall be 
delivered to Ute associated . powers 
within the period lixed for the evacua- 
tion of Belgium and Luxemburg. The. 
railways of Alsace-Lorraine shall be 
hunded over within* the same period, 
together with all pre-war personnel 
ami material. Further muter) a I nec- 
essary for the working of rullways-ln. 
the country on the left bank of the 
Rhine shall be left In situ. All stores 
of coal and muterial for tlte upkeep 
of permanent ways, signals mid repair 
shops left entire in situ and kept in 
an efficient state by Gennuny during 
the whole period of armistice. All 
barges taken from the allies shall be 
restored to them. A note appended 
regulates the details of these measures. 
"S. The German command shall be 
responsible for revealing all mines or 
delay acting fuses disposed on terri- 
tory evacuated by the German troops 
ami shall assist In their discovery and 
destruction. The German command 
shall also reveal all destructive meas- 
ures that may have been taken (such 
as poisoning or polluting of springs, 
wells, etc.), under penalty of reprisals. 
'".). The right of requisition shall be 
exorcised by the allies and the United 
States armies. in all occupied territory. 
The upkeep of the troops of occupation 
in the Rhine hind (excluding Alsace- 
Lorraine) shall be charged to the Ger- 
man government; 

"10. An Immediate repatriation with- 
out reciprocity, according to detailed 
conditions, shall he fixed. oLall allied 
and United States prisoners of .war. 
The allied powers and the United 
States shall be able to dispose of these 
prisoners as they wish. 

"11. Sick and wounded who cannot' 

be removed from evacuated territory 

J. will be cared for by German personnel. 

who will be left on the spot with the 

medical material required. 

Eastern Frontiers of Germany. 
"II. Disposition relative to the east- 
ern frontiers of Germany. 

"12. All German troops at present 
In any territory which before the war 
belonged to Russia. Roumania or Tur- 
koy shall withdraw within the fron- 
tiers of Germany as they existed on 
August 1. 11)11. 

'.nil. Evacuation by German troops 
to begin at once nnd all German In- 
structors, prisoners and civilians, as 
well as military agents, now on the 
territory of Russia (as defined before 
1011) to be recalled. 

"11. German troops to cease at once 
all requisitions and seizures and any 
other undertaking with a view to ob- 
taining supplies intended for Germany 
In Roumania and Ifcisslu (as defined 
on August 1, 101-1). 

"lo. Abandonment of the treaties 
of Bucharest and Rrest-Lltoysk and 
of the supplementary treaties. 

"15. The allies shall have free ac- 
cess to the territories evacuated by 
the Germans on their eastern . front- 
tier; either through Danzig or by the 
Vistula, in order to convey supplies 
to the populations of those territories 
or for any other purpose. 
"III. Clause concerning Fast Africa: 
"17. Unconditional capitulation of 
nil German forces operating In Fast 
Africa within one month. 
"IV. General clauses: 
"IS. Repatriation, without reciproc- 
ity, within n maximum period of one 
month, In accordance with detailed 
conditions hereafter to he llxed. of all 
civilians Interned or deported who 
may be citizens of other allied or as- 
sociated states than those mentioned 
In clause three, paragraph nineteen, 
with the reservation that any future 
claims and demands of the allies ami 
the United States of America remain 
unaffected. 

"10. The following financial condi- 
tions am required": 

"Reparation • for datnnge done. 
While 1 such nrmlstlce lasts no public 
securities shall be removed by the 
enemy which can serve ns a pledge 
to the allies for the recovery or rep- 
aration .for war losses. Immediate 
restitution of the cash deposit In the 
National Rank of Belgium, and, in 
general. Immediate return of nil docu- 
ments, specie, stocks, slmres, paper 
money, together with plant for the 
Issue thereof, touching public or pri- 
vate Interests In the Invaded coun- 
tries. Restitution of the Russian and 
Uoumnnlan gold yielded to Germany 
or tnken by that power. Tills gold to 
be delivered In trust to the allies un- 
til the signature of pence. 

Naval Conditions of Agreement. 

"V. Xnval conditions: 

"20. Immediate cessation of nil hos- 
tilities nt seo nnd definite Information 
to bo given as to the location nnd 
movements of nil Germnn ships. No- 
tification tft be given to neutrals that 
freedom of nnvlgntion In all territorial 
waters Is given to the naval and mer- 
cantile murines of all the allied and 



associated powers, all „ questions of 
neutrality being waived. 

"21. All nnval and mercantile ma- 
tine prisoners of war of the allied and 
associated powers In German bunds 
to be returned 'Without reciprocity. 

"'S2. Surrender to the allies and' the 
United States of America of 100 Ger- 
man submarines (including all sub- 
marine cruisers nnd mine -tiny big sub- 
marines) with their complete -arma- 
ment mid equipment In ports which 
will be specified by tlie allies nnd the 
United States of America. AIL other 
submarines to ho paid off and com- 
pletely disarmed and placed under the 
supervision of the allied powers nnd 
the United States of America. 

"L'.'t. The "following German, surface 
Warships which shall be designated by 
the allies and the United States of 
America -sha I ) forthwith be disarmed 
and thereafter Interned in neutral 
ports, or, for want of them In 
allied ports, to be designated by the 
allies and the' United States of Amer- 
ica and placed under the surveillance 
of the allies and the United States of 
America, only caretakers being left on 
hoard, - namely : Six buttle cruisers, 
ten battleships, eight light cruisers. In- 
cluding two mine luyers, fifty destroy- 
ers of the most modern type. 

"All other surfuce warships (In- 
cluding river craft) are to be eonccn : 
trated in Germnn nnval bases to he 
designated by the allies and the United 
States of America; and nre to be paid 
off nnd completely disarmed and 
placed under the supervision of the 
allies and the United States of Amerl- 
cu. All vessels of the auxiliary fleet 
(trawlers, motor' vessels, etc.) are to 
be disarmed. 

Germany Must Indicate Mines. 
"2-1. The aljles- and the Utdted 
States of America shall have the right 
to sweep up all mine fields nnd ob- 
struction laid by Germany outside 
German territorial waters, and the po- 
sitions of these are to he Indicated: 

"2o. Freedom of access to and from 
the Baltic to be given to the naval 
and mercantile marines of the -allied 
and associated powers. To secure this, 
the allies and the United States of 
America shall be empowered to occu- 
py nil German forts, fortlftcntlons, 
batteries and defense works of all 
kinds In all the entrances from the 
Critegnt Into the Baltic, and to sweep 
up all mines and obstructions within 
and without German territorial waters 
without any question of neutrality be- 
ing raised, * and the positions of all 
such mines ami obstructions are to be 
Indicated! 

"20. The existing blockade" condi- 
tions set up by the nllles nnd associ- 
ated powers are to remain unchanged 
and all German merchant ships found 
at sea nre to remain liable to cap- 
ture. 

"27. All nrivril aircraft are" to he 
concentrated and Immobilized In Ger- 
man bnses to be sp<M_'IHed by the al- 
lies and the United States of America. 
"28. In evacuating the Belgian coasts 
and ports Germany shall abandon all 
merchant ships, tugs, lighters, cranes 
and all other harbor mnterlnls, all ma- 
terials for inland navigation, all air- 
craft and all materials nnd stores, all 
arms and armaments and all stores 
and apparatus of nil kinds. 

"20. All Black sea ports nre to he 
evacuated by Germany; all Russian 
war vessels of nil descriptions seized 
by Germany In the Blnck sea are to 
be handed over to the allies and the 
United States of America; all neu- 
tral merchant vessels seized are to be 
released ; all warlike and other, mate- 
rials tn be returned and German mate- 
rials as specified in clause 23 are to 
be abandoned. 

All Vessels to Be Restored. 
".".0. All . merchant vessels In Ger- 
man bands belonging to the allied aad 
associated powers are to be restored 
In ports to be specified by the allies 
and the United Slates of America 
without reciprocity. 

"31. Xo destruction of ships or of 
materials to be permitted before evac- 
uation, surrender or restoration. 

".'12. The German government will 
notify the neutral governments of the 
world, and particularly the govern- 
ments of Norway, Sweden, Denmnrk 
and Holland, that all restrictions 
placed on the trading of their vessels 
with the allied and associated coun- 
tries, whether by the German. Inter- 
ests and whether la return for specific 
concession's such us the export of ship- 
building materials or not, are Imme- 
diately canceled. 

"33, No trnnsfers of German mer- 
chant shiping of any description to 
any neutral Hag are to take place after 
signature of the armistice. 
"VI. Duration of armistice: 
"34. The duration of the armistice 
Is to be 30 days, with option to ex- 
tend. During this period, on failure 
of execution of any of the nbove 
clauses, the annlstlce may be de- 
nounced by one of the contracting par- 
ties on -18 hours previous notice. 
"VII. Time limit for reply: 
"35. This armistice to be accepted 
or refused by Gennuny within 72 hours 
of notification. 

"The war thus comes to an end; 
for, having accepted these terms of 
armistice, It will be Impossible for the 
German commnnd to renew It." 



DREAM OF WORLD 
DOMINION ENDS 
IN ABDICATION 



Power of Hohenzollerns Again 

to Set World Aflame 

Is Ended. 



Plunged World Into Greatest War 
History and Now Goea 
Into Oblivion.

The abdication of theknlser and the 
renunciation of the crown prince ends 
the power of the two men solely re- 
sponsible for plunglug the world Into 
the bloodiest conflict la all history. 

The 'kaiser sought world dominion 
and won'— world hatred, The military, 
leaders of Prussia, Its*" philosophers, 
teachers, preachers and business men, 
for yeurs directed the moral, intellec- 
tual and material resources of thd em- 
pire toward the tremendous concen- 
tration and consummation of organ- 
ized power which In 1914 he let loose 
upon the world. His' armies crushed 
by the hosts of civilization, his empire 
torn by revolution, he now retires to 
private life with the record of being 
the bloodiest-minded nnd most hutred 
ruler the world bus ever known. 
8ouoht World Dominion. 
He slgued the order for the German 
mobilization. Ue stood sponsor for 
the terrorism und brlganduge which, 
under the guise of warfare, ravished 
Belgium," laid waste the cities of 
Prance, depopulated and outraged Ser- 
bia and sent the Lusltanln with her 
freight of women aad children to n 
grave In the A'thmtlc. 

Civilization will never forget tliat It 
was the minions of the emperor who 
ofllclnlly shot to death Edith Ctrvull, 
the English nurse -who befriended the 
Belgians In: Brussels. 

Against these bis cry "I did not will 
the war" nvalled as nothing. Before 
the bar of humanity William was ad- 
Judged guilty of the greatest crime 
since the crucifixion. In. hlta human- 
ity saw tlie last of the autocrats, the 
final Caesar. 

Assertions that he was nt heart 
peaceful, so persistently circulated for 
years as'to give, them the stamp of 
Gorman propoganda, becamo branded 
tts fulse. lie who had long proclaimed 
himself the prince of peace stood re- 
vculod as Immunity's scourge, and 
ugnlnst him und all that be represeut- 
ed rose the new world of democracy 
and freedom. 

Claims Almighty as His Ally. 
Many doubt whether William was 
entirely sane. He said repeatedly thnt 
lie possessed u divine mandate to rule, 
thnt the Almlghty-wns his "uncondi- 
tlonnl and avowed ally." It Is not en- 
tirely clear whether such outgivings 
were tlie product of a disordered brain 
or were due to unbounded egotism and 
an effort to Impress his subjects with 
the Idea of reverent and unquestioning 
submission. 

His specbes to his armies In which 
be asserted he and they were "instru- 
ments of divine Judgment upon Ger- 
numy's"*" enemies" were regarded by 
many outside of Germany as pieces of 
rhetoric, Intended only to deceive his 
own people. 

Tew statesmen realized that the em- 
peror In Ids "shining armor," maneu- 
vering his armies and tleets, building 
up the German military system, ce-* 
mentlng the central empires nntl Tur- 
key, and fostering the preaching of the 
supremacy of autocracy, was erecting 
n machine that one day would make 
war upon all civilization: , 

Yet the world wns warned by. some 
fnr-slghted men that the emperor 
would one day bring catastrophe upon 
the nations. These men saw in him 
then nnd see him now as a mad inven- 
tor, given in his youth the most dan- 
gerous of all toys — his tirmy nnd nuvy. 
They were his playthings. Ho de- 
veloped them throughout the yenrs to 
the point where he hud to put 'them 
to a test. Like a crazed Inventor, -io 
fenred the end of his reign would find 
his inventions untried, so grasped the 
first opportunity to wage n world war, 

Seizes Pretense to Open War. 
Meantime the German . war party 
grew, with William nt Its head, and 
the scheme of world dominion awnlted 
tlie hour to begin Its attainment. It 
came with the assassination of the 
Austrian Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
and Ids wife at Sarnjevo. 

Recalled from a yachting trip, Wil- 
liam presided at a conference, nt Pots- 
dam of representatives of the German 
nnd Austrian armies, navies and com- 
mercial Interests. There, according to 
the best Information obtainable, the 
decision wns reached to make tlie as- 
sassination of the archduke a pretense 
for the world war for which Germany 
had long prepared. 

In the diplomatic exchanges between 

Germany and Austria on one side and 

Great Britain, France and Russia on 

the other William posed as one wishing 

"for pence but driven to war. 

He signed- the order for the mobiliza- 



tion of the German army, nud from 
thnt moment 'war wns Inevitable. 

Publication of the "Wllly-Nlcky" 
correspondence in 1017 placed the" Qer " 
man emperor In the light of an unscru- 
pulous plotter. Th'e. telegrams disclosed 
that Kraperor William liad Induced 
t Emperor Nicholas of Russia to sign n 
secret agreement td which he was to 
force the adherence of France In the 
perfection of. an offensive and defens- 
ive alliance against England. The 
treaty was discovered and repudiated 
by a Russlnn minister. . 

Falling in his attempt, the German 
emperor set upon himself tlie task of 
drawing /England to his Bide against 
France and Russia. 

How well he thought he had suc- 
ceeded In' this may be gathered from 
a letter he wrote to President -Wilson 
In 1014 lu which he said King George 
had promised Prince Henry of Prussia, 
on July 20, 1014, that England would 
remain neutral In n war Involving the 
central powers with France and Rus- 
sia. ':• ., 

Llchnowsky Shows Up Intrigue. 

Perhaps the most direct and uuthorl- 
tatlve of the accusations against the 
German emperor and the pan-Germans 
nre contained In the published secret 
memorandum of Prince- Charles Max 
Llchnowsky, who was German am- 
bassador at Loudon at the outbreak of 
hostilities. 

The prince unequivocally plnccd the 
blame for the war on Germany, and 
for his ■frankness wns Imprisoned In a 
Slleslan chateau, permanently cxpojlcd 
from! the Prussian house of lords, 
which action was sanctioned by the 
emperor, and finally wus exiled, to 
Switzerland. 

Emperor William's domination over 
German statesmen, diplomats and the 
high command of the Germnn army 
was emphasized by Dr. Wilhelra 
Muehlon, a former .director of the 
Krupp works, the great German muni- 
tions factory, lu his book oa The 
Devastation of Europe." In this he 
not only laid blame upon Germany for 
bad faith and criticized the German 
army for Its brutality but asserted that 
In the Germnn foreign ofilce "only he 
who did the emperor's bidding was al- 
lowed to remain." "They could not 
do better," he declared, "because ol 
the character, the power, the vascllla- 
tlou of and continued . Interference by 
the kaiser." 

It was Doctor Muehlon who asserted 
the authenticity of the statement thnt 
Emperor William stated at a meetlnfl 
of German nnny officers that he had 
plenty of prisoners nud thnt he hoped 
the otllcers would see that no more 
prisoners were taken. 

MnxlnuIIn n Harden, n German lib- 
eral leader, declared the Germnn rulei 
brought on the war becauseof his de- 
sire "for something like world rule," 
"No Nonsense From Us. M 

The emperor, despite his prcvloui 
expressions of good will for America, 
gave vent to his unger against the 
United States when It became evident 
no ofllclal action would be taken to 
stop the shipment of munitions and 
supplies to the entente allies by de- 
claring to the American ambassador, 
James W. Gerard. "I shall stand nr 
nonsense from America after the

Ho 
s a fugitive In Holland from Justice— 
tho Justice of his own people as well 
ns of the civilized world; the. red flag 
illes over the throne he was' com- 
polled to abdicate. Ills fate hangs In 
he balance. If extradition for pun- 
ishinent Is. demanded, his fate lies 
with Holland. 

The great war began June 28, low, 
with the assassination of the Austrian 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand in Sara- 
jevo. Bosnia, by Serbians. This was 
ho beginning, because civilization 
Holds the kaiser guilty of seizing It as 
a pretext for the /world war which he 
ami long been secretly planning to 
carry out his purpose of world con- 
quest. He and his tremendous war 
machine were ready, impatient, eager 
for action. Here was the program, us 
the kaiser planned It: 

Ho would force Austria-Hungary, his 
ally and practically his vassal, Into 
war with Serbia. 

Itussla would rush to the defense of 
Serbia. Of Itussla he had no fear, for- 
he well knew that German Intrigue 
and already prepared the way In ad- 
vance fdr the ruin of the unhappy land 
of Czar ;NlchoIas. 

France, lie knew, would support 
Itussla. France— she was really his 
Immediate object. Ever since isio 
Germany has been preparing to go 
buck to France. Why? Because tier- 
many failed to beggar France by the 
staggering Indemnity of 1870, because 
she then overlooked the coal and iron 
deposits of northern France, and be- 
cause she hated France and the 
French, root, stock and branch. And 
the kaiser knew' also that France was 
not ready for a death grapple with 
Germany. . . 

Great Britain, he had made himself 
believe, would remain neutral. That 
would he well, for he wanted to. deal 
with Great Britain later. Anyway, her 
army was small. As for America— she 
would not light und could not If she 
would. 

So his schedule, arranged to the day 
and hour, called for his triumphant 
entry Into Paris September i», A. D. 
1014; Then, with a huge French In- 
demnity und control of the Iron and" 
ooal regions of Mcurthe-ct-Mosellc und 
Lens, he would sit buck, make new, 
war preparations and get ready to 
conquer Great Britain. Later on, at 
his leisure, would come the third war 
and the subjugation of the United 
States ! 

War of Frlghtfulness. 
So, posing before the world as an 
odvoente of peace driven to war In de- 
fense of his fatherland, the- kaiser 
went his secret, devious way to war — 
to the war of deliberate and calculated 
frlghtfulness whleli, under tho guise 
of warfare, despoiled -Belgium" ; laid 
waste northern France, depopulated 
Serbia ; shot ^hejjmgllsh nurse, Edith 
Cavell; sank the Lusltanla with her 
freight of women und children; urns- 
sacred, ravished and enslaved non- 
combatant civilian populations— frlght- 
fulness which. has caused more than 
25,000,000 casualties and thu expend- 
iture of billions upon Jillllons of money 
—frlghtfulness which Insteudof fright- 
ening the world Into submission lias 
arrayed in arms against her 22 civi- 
lized nations — frlghtfulness which 
now makes the name of Germany a 
household execration among most of 
the peoples of earth. 

At first the kaiser's program went 
along without check or pause. "> July 
28 Austria declared war. on Serbia. 
Itussla went to the aid of Serbia. The 
other nations promptly fell Into line. 
Declarations of war came thick and 
fast. By August 4 the stage was all 
set for actual lighting. August 5 the 
Germans and Belgians fell. to on the 
Belgian frontier. The German march 
to Purls was on. 

But, ns everybody knows, Wlihclin 
II did not enter Pnrls In triumph 
September 2. Why? Because .little 
Belgium, martyr Belglunt, saved Parjs. 
She fought. Her brave little army 
did not last long. But It- lusted loiig 
enough to give the French time to "dig 
in." The Germans thereupon found 
the road to Purls n series of trenches 
that must he taken one by one.

The United States In. the meantime 
had -proclaimed its neutrality. Italv 
though a member of the triple Wlinnce, 
was ■ holding (rit on the ground that Its 
alliance with Oermnny and Austria 
were for defense and not of of- 
reuse, .it was not until May Of 1015 
that she got Into the war and then on 
the side of the allies. Uy the end of 
JUI4 Japan. was In with the allies and 
luricey with the central powers. Fight- 
lug was In active progress in Belgium 
u»d France; on the Uusslan-Oermun 
and IiusHliui-Austrlau fiijutlen. The 
government of France had been iv- 
moved \u Ilordeaux. But the Ger- 
mans were still 05 miles from Paris. 

May 7, 1015, the passenger liner 
J-usitaiilii wiis torpedoed without wnrn- 
liig and sunk by u tiennan subnu.rlue 
of he coast of Ireland. This outrage 
ngaiust humanity horrified eivlllzatlon. 
Uennany, however, celebrated the 
sinking.- To the world she sought to 
defend her action by asserting that the 
Misitaulu was armed and that she car- 
ried munitions of war. She was not 
armed and she did not carry munitions 
of war. Many. Americans felt there- 
after that the entrance of the United 
Mutes Into the war was Inevitable 

February 22,-1010, the German crown 
prince's army began the attack on Ver- 
dun which was to blast u way to Paris 
TJie bombardment of Verdun was the 
.heaviest artillery lire of the war 
It was here., that' the French said 
'They shall -not pass." And the 
Germans did uot pass. The French 
saved Verdun by commandeering prac- 
tically ever motor vehicle In Paris and 
rushing reserves to the great fortress. 
The devotion of its garrison, the In- 
tensity and persistence of the German 
attack and the dramatic deliverance 
have made the name Verdun known 
the, world over. 

June 5 Lord Kitchener, the British 
war hero, was-lnst on the British cruis- 
er Hampshire, together with most' of 
the crew. He was on a secret mission 
for the allies. It was afterward 
charged that he was betrayed by the 
Russian czarina, who furnished the In- 
formation which led to the sinking of 
the cruiser by a German submarine; 

July .the German submarine 
Dotitschluhd arrived in Baltimore. 
She carried a valuable cargo and took 
a valuable cargo back to Germany. She 
claimed to be a merchant vessel and 
was treated as such by the United 
Mates. The main purpose, doubtless, 
was to impress America with the Ger- 
man submurlne; the sinking In Octo- 
ber by German submit rlnes of six mer- 
chant vessels ofC Nantucket, .Muss 
was presumably part of the same plan'.' 
Germany was getting ready for her 
forthcoming announcement of unre- 
stricted submarine warfare; 

[September 14 the British Introduced 
Into war a new engine of destruction— 
the "tank." In brief it Is a heavily 
armored "body, armed with guns on a 
• caterpillar" instead of wheels. It can 
thus travel over almost any sort of 
groundrnnd crush its way through most 
obstacles. The caterpillar tractor Is 
an American Invention, originating In 
I'oorln, HI.; the adaptation of hnrm- 
less tractor machinery to a destructive 
war engine was done Jn secrecy by an 
Englishman. The tank proved a genu- 
ine surprise and has played no small 
part In the war,. together with lighter 
and faster tanks called "whippets." 
The Germans also soon produced 
tanks, but apparently have never 
been able to hold their own with those 
of the allies. One of the most sulk- 
ing exploits of the war was the ex- 
ploit of. an American sergeant who 
rode Into action perched on tin)" top 
of ..an American tank. 

.. Collapse of Russia. 
The close of the year 1010 was mark- 
ed by the resignation of Premier Her- 
bert Asqulth of Great Britain and the 
acceptance of the premiership by 
David Lloyd George; a new cabinet In 
France ami a new commander In chief 
General Nlyelle; the practically com- 
plete defeat of the armies of Roil- 
mania, which hud joined the allies, 
and peace proposals from Germany to 
the allies, through the United States. 
Things were going well with Germany 
and she wanted pence oh terms of her 
own making. 

The spring of 1017 saw the collapse 
of ttussla, h collapse undoubtedly 
brought about by -Germany through In- 
trigue nnd for her own purposes. It 
begnn.March 11 with revolution In Pe- 
trograd. March 15 Czar Nicholas ab- 
dicated.. Marches America recognized 
the new Uusslan government u repub- 
lic. Since then Russia has been a 
chaos. Itussla Is one of the big prob- 
lems confronting the allies. They cap 
presumably put an end to the reign of 
anarchy, murder and pillage; the re-

October o£ 1017 was marked hy the 
collapse of the Italian Isonzo front.

America Goes In.

Moreover, Great Brit- 
ain's colonies from all the .seven seas 
went hurrying to the front. /And Great 
Britain's fleet promptly forced the Ger- 



wjthln 40 miles of the French capital, 
in Chateau-Thierry. Unless tliev were 
speedily stopped Purls would be under 
their guns. The plan of the French 
was to delay them as long as posslhle 
hy rear-guard actions until 
could be brought up. 

Yankees Stop Huns. 
And then took place the thing 
which all good Americans were prayer- 
fully expecting: American soldiers 
got Into action In American fashion. 
under American leadership, with 
American artillery and machine guns. 
The. French commander sent to 
Chateau-Thierry nn American division 
made up of marines and of lufantrv 
from the middle West. June 2 the 
leathernecks and doughboys moved 
Into support positions back of season- 
ed French troops. The French were 
forced back and tillered through the 
Americans; the support positions soon 
became the front. 

June 4, about five o'clock In the nft- 
ernoon, the Germans attacked in force 
through a wheat field, In platoon col- 
umns, In perfect order, supremely con- 
fident. Tho Americans' raked them 
with shrapnel and machine guns. Then 
they opened with rlfie fire. 'Cool, un- 
hurried, they picked their shots as If 
at tnrget practice. Military experts 
will tell you that the American ma- 
rines are the most effective fighting 
men in nil the armies of the world ; cer- 
tainly they have no equals with the 
rifle. 

The Germans wavered, then came 
on again. Twice more they stopped; 
twice more advanced. Then they broke. 
Flesh and blood could not stand that 
rllle fire. They crawled off through the 
standing grain. The Americans sent 
bullets wherever the wheat stirred. 
That was the end. . 

Days and nights of heavy bombard- 
ment followed. Sleep wns Impossible. 
The Americans lived on "monkey 
meat,'' bread and water. Then they 
went on and took the town of Bonres- 
ches, cleaning out the nests of machine 
gunners with rllle fire, bayonet and 
grenade. 

-2 What They Have TheytHold. 

Next they took tho Bols de Beilenu. 
It was a Jungle. It was every man for 
himself, Indian fashion, from tree to 
tree, from rock to rock. The battal- 
ion of leathernecks which took the 
wood went in with 95S men nnd 20 
officers; They came out with 3-10 'men 
and seven officers. But they took 
the wood. Then they dug themselves 
In and fought oft counter-attacks for 
five days until relieved, constantly 
shelled and gassed, not one hot meal 
all that time. What the leathernecks 
have thoy hold. 

. This one division used tip five crack 
divisions of the Germans? 
. There are those among the allies 
who say that the Americans at Cha- 
teau-Thierry saved Paris, just as the 
Canadlnns. saved Calais. When the 
military history of the Great War Is 
written Chateau-Thierry Is likely to 
be called the turning point of* the 
struggle. For its moral force wns be- 
yond estimate. It put new heart Into 
the war-worn French and British. All 
France flnmod with Joy. The Ameri- 
cans ha dstopped the Hun, hail driven 
him buck, had beaten him off. And 
thousands upon thousands of just such 
Americans were in plain sight pushing 
to the front! 

General Foch In supreme command 
of the allies on the western front, soon 
afterward launched tho allied offensive 
nnd victory followed victory nil along 
the fighting line of 250' miles from the 
.North sen to Verdun. It was the be- 
ginning of the end. 

By early October the Ilumvns beat- 
en to his knees nnd asking for peace. 
October HI the Italians utterly routed 
the Austrlnns. the same day Turkey, 
surrendered; November 3 Austrln 
signed un armistice virtually amount- 
ing, to unconditional surrender, No- 
vember Kaiser ' Wilhelm abdicated 
and Crown Prince Frledrlch Wilhelm 
renounced the throne, both fleeing to
